once-upona-time Stone Age. Do you know why? Because in the 
long ago Deer lived on the British Isles, while now they are only 


found far north in Lapland 


the frozen country of snow, ice and sil 
ence, . The Reindeer feeds 


on a certain moss.that lies hidden under 


the snow and he uses his antlers to dig for it, hot only for himself but for his 
herd or family of does (as Mrs. Deer is called), for they have no horns. 
ach buck (as Mr. Deer is called) is head of a large family of does. He 


for them, keeps his nose and eyes well open for enemies from whiel 
protects them, 
In about February or 


March bucks lose their horns, and as these are their 
only weapons they 


hide in dense forests until their new ones shall 
grown again, When the new horns first appear they are covered in soft vel 
vet and are very tender. This velvet is rubbed off after a short while by 
trees and underbrush, and when the horns are full grown Mr, Deer finds him 
sgif with an extra prong In this Way one can always tell the age of a Deer.

Elk The name Moose cones 
from the Indian word “musu,” which Mitats Wobd eater. He is called this be 
cause he not only trims trees of. their leaves, leaving the lower branches that 
are within his reach quite bare, but he eats any tender wood that he may find 
Moose live on leayes and young wood for the very simple reason thal 
cannot reach grass because their front legs are so long and their neck 
so awfully short that they can’t get their heads down to the ground. They 
| sladly crop grass, however, when they find any they can reach, for instance 
on the edge of a bank, but often they can find nothing but moss and have to 
live on that for months at a time like their Deer relatives. 
| Mrs, Moose is called a cow, and there are-always many cows in each fam 
Often when winter comes and there is a heavy fall of snow a bull 
Mooge will lead all his cows to some spot 
that he has already chosen on account of 
he tree food there. He and the cow 
hen begin to tread and push the snow 
until they have cleverly massed it into ;

Information Available on Methods of 
Scientifie Rearing of Foxes 

The rearing of the silver-black fox 

in captivity for fur production is a 


| business that has made rapid strides 


in Canada since 1910, and coincident 
ly a demand has been created for ia 
formation on the varlous problems as 
sociated with fhe undertaking. A 
bulletin, “Fox Ranching In Canada,” 
is recenily to hand, prepared by 
Messrs. J. A. Allen, of the Research 
Station at Charlottetown, P.E.1., and 
J. Ennis Smith, of the Research Sta 
tion at Hull, Que., published by the 
Health of Antals Braneh under the 
authority of the-Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture Section™ 1 deals ~ with 
mana 
and Section 2 with the scientifie nutri 
tion and feeding of foxes. Previous 
to 1910, fox rearing was a secret pur 
suit A veritable scramble for breed 
ing stock then occurred, and the cost 
of a pair of foxes steadily rose from 
$3,000 to $26,000 in 1913, as high as 
$35,000 having been paid. for an ex 
ceptional pair. Prior to 1914, optim 
istic investors speculated in futures 
and options were taken ‘on. unborn 
pups, but the World War brought 
about a change, and breeding and sell- 
ing are now conducted on a business 
basis. At present a pair of*foxes 1s 
worth $500 and upwards, according to 
quality and performance. It is esti 
mated that over 600 pairs Of live foxes 
were exported from Prince Edward Is- 
land last year and that the crop of 
pelts in the last pelting season was 
6,000, the price obtained running from 
$100 to $650 per skin and the average

A free distribution of superior #e:ts 
of grain will be made durtng the com 
ing winter to Canadian farmers by tie 
Cereal Division of the Wxperimenta: 
Farms Branch, Ottawa. The sampies 
will Consist of spring wheat (about 5 
Ibs.), white oats (about 4 Ibs.), barley 
(about 5 Ibs.), field peas (not garden, 
about 5 Ibs), field beans (about 2 lbs.), 
flax for seed afid flax for fibre (about 
2 Ibs.) 

The Cereal Division of the Expert 
mental Farms Branch has improved 
thany of the old varieties of grain and 
introduced many new yarleties, The 


ement, sanilation and diseases,| best of them have been multiplied and 


propagated under direct supervision 
of responsible officers on the Experi- 
mental Farms both cast and west, 
This seed will form the bulk stock 
from. which the various samples will 
be taken. The seed_is therefore the 
purest and best that is obtainable. -or 
some of the more recent introductions, 
there is only a limited supply, so it 
would be advisable to apply as soon 
as possible for these. 

Among the grains for distribution 
will be found the Libérty huliess 
oat, an oat that is excellent for hu 
man use, and to a limited extent for 
young livestock. Among the wheats, 
the most outstanding for distribution 
will be the Ruby wheat, a wheat that 
ripens from eight to ten days earlie:
